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PEACE RIVER 


EXPLORATION SURVEYS 


The Dominion Government sends a 
party unde: J. A. Macdonnell,C.E. 


The occasion of this explanatory 
survey of the western part of he 
upper Peace river country being un- 
dertaken by J. A. Macdonald, ©. E., 
rises out Of an arrangement made be- 
tween the Province of British Colum- 
bia and the Dominion Government, 
for the construction of the C. P. R. 
By that arrangement British Colum- 
bia was to give a belt of land 
twenty miles wide on each side of 
the railway for the whole of its 
length within the province. But 
when the railway was actually ‘uilt 
it was found that a large part. of 
the railway belt hed already been 
alienated by the province, and there- 
fore could not be passed over to the 
Dominion Government. A supple- 
mentary or amended arrangement 
was then made whereby the Yomin- 
ion Government agreed to accept 
from the British Columbia Govern- 
ment an equal amount, or three and 
a half million acres of land. in the 
Peaec river country east of the Roc- 
ky mountains. 

It is commonly taken for sranied 
thai British Columbia les entircly 
west of the mountains; but «as 
matter of fact the castern boundary 
cf this province only follews the 
crest o: the Rocky mountains to a 
point almost due west of Edmonton 
It then [cllows a meridian iine due 
north. Fhe mountains run in a 
ncerth-westerly direction. Therefore, 
there is a great, somewhet triangular 
area of the province east of the 
mountains comprising, many millions 
of acres. It is out of this triangle 
thai the Dominion Goyernment has 
the right to make selection, and Mr. 
Macdonnell and party are being sent 
to examine the country with a view 
of securing the most desirable land, 
A special interest is given by che fact 
that the Grand Trunk Pacific sur- 
vey is being made across the north- 
ern porticn of the triangle, and there 
is eVery assurance that the three and 
a balf million acres which the Domin- 
ion Government owns, will soon have 
a valuc that was never thought 
when the arrangement was first 
made, At present the country is to 
a great extent “no man’s land.” Al- 
though under ibe jurisdiction »f the 
province, the fact that the Womin- 
ion owns so much Jand with the 
right of selection makes the  pro- 
vince oareless about the exercise o7 
contral, In view of the development 
now certain to take place within a 
very few years, it is very necessary 
that the respective rights of the pro- 
vince and that of the Dominion 
should be defined as goon as rossi- 
ble: hence [Mr. Macdonnel]’s expjor- 
ation. While an examination will be 
made of the whole tract, om ‘the 
Laird as well as the Peace river, rt 
may be expected that when che se- 
lection is made it will be chiefly 
south of the Peace river, as that is 
the portion which it is expected that 
the Grand Trunk Pacific will tra- 
verse, 

Mr. Macdonnell is an engincer of 
large experience, and was member 
for Selkirk, Manitoba, in the Par- 
liament of 1896,

Why Mr. Tasse Turned 
Liberal 


Montreal Herald: 

Amongst the leading .business men 
ef Canada who have been .fiven 
from the ranks of the Conservative 
party by Mr. Borden’s railway wolicy 
is Mr. Jos. Tasse, the well- known 
Montreal cigar manufacturer. For 
a busy lifetime Mr. Tasse has sup-

“ When I find that this year Man- 
itoba and the North-West will ex - 
port Yrain and cattle to the ‘value 
of $50,000,000, or more, and compare 
its position to-day with that -etore 
the advent of the U.P.R., I 1m for- 
ced to the conclusion that what the 
C.P.R. has done for that immease 
territory the G.T.P. will do tor the 
morc northerly localities, 

“Then again take the Quebee ter- 
ritory north of the Laurentian range 
I fully concur with the Government's 
policy of developing this vast dis- 
trict to the north of our provinee, 
It is full of resources, especially im 
lumber. yet to-day it has little com- 
meree Or population for lack of 
railways. The pulp Wood on that 
slope alone would be su%ficient to 
pay for the cost of the railroad 
through it. More than that, the 
large population which it will ‘ocate 
along the route of the railway will 
create for the city of Montreal an 
important market which does not 
exist to-day,
